ARRESTS ARE BEING MADE 


Natives Are Leaving the Service of 
United States Offctals, 


INSURGENT LEADERS ORDER IT 


The Situation in Manila Is by No 
' Means Satisfactory and Trouble 
with the Islanders May 
Come at Any 
Minute. 


Manila, May 13.—The latest rumor of 
an outbreak in Manila among the natives, 
which was in circulation last week, was 
seriously discussed by some of the local 
papers, and attracted more general at- 
tention than hag usually been the case 
with this sort of thing. As a matter. of 
fact many Filipinos did leave the Amer!l- 
can employers with the apparent inten- 
tlon of joining some such movement. 
Their action, taken in connection with 
the arrest of several natives for carrying 
concealed weapons and the dispersion of 
several suspicious gatherings, gave color 
to the reports. 

The officiats have been active in the 

matter, but are not Inclined to think an 
uprising will be attempted. They believe 
the Filipinos lacking in the necessary 
courage, especially in view of the fact 
that the natives feared to attempt the 
demonstration at the time of General 
Lawton’s funeral, although they had 
made careful preparations and many in- 
surgents had come to Manila for this 
express purpose, 
‘A paper found among the captured ef- 
fects of General Pantalon Garcia asserts 
that the United States congress has done 
nothing for the Filipinos, and that, there- 
fore, all Filipinos who are working for 
Americans must leave their employers 
immediately or suffer the penalty of trea- 
son, 

One report is that the Filipino junta is 
endeavoring to incite an outbreak in order 
to show the civil commission that the In- 
surrection is still alive. 

It does not seem probable that the peace 
proposals which Senor Buencamino,§ at 
one time a member of the so-called Fili- 
pino government, has drawn up for sub- 
mission to Aguinaldo anu the other in- 
surgent leaders, will have much weight 
with the Filipinos. Buencamino’s repu- 
tation, gained in former wars, is that of 
a man who hurries to get on the winning 
He was in disfavor with the FHIi- 
pinos, even before the collapse of thelr 
government, owing to a widespread sus- 
picion of his loyalty to his colleagues. 

Last week General MacArthur received 
a large number of officials, consuls, offi- 
cers and representatives of commercial 
bodies. To Lieutenant Colonel Crowder, 
his military secretary, he will assign 
many duties heretofore devolving upon 
the adjutant general. This step is taken 
in view of the increasing importance of 
the post of governor general. General 
MacArthur's policy appears to involve 
considerable decentralization. He _ will 
give to his staff authority in matters of 
detall, and will devote himself largely to 
questions of policy.

THE LOUISIANA LEGISLATURE. 


General Assembly Convenes in Baton 
Rouge Today. 

Baton Rouge, La., May 13.—The capital 
is showing the usual signs of activity be- 
fore a session of the legislature. The 
hotels are full of legislators and candi- 
dates for the few positions it has to dis- 
tribute. The general assembly will con- 
vyene tomorrow at noon, and there is 
promise of a full dttendance. In view 
of the fact that both houses will have to 
organize, which will doubtless take up 
some time, the governor will not send in 
his message until Tuesday. The most im- 
portant legislation will be that on the con- 
victs, and that will probably take up a 
great deal of time and labor. The assault 
on the civil service is coming and it will 
be a hard fight, depending altogether on 
the view the country legislators take of 
the question. 

There will also be an attempt to amend 
the Sunday law, but members of the city 
delegation are not so conf§lent about the 
result as they seem to be about the civil 
service. 


As usua] there promises to be a num- 


a 


ber of attempts to amend the insurance 
laws, and the value policy bills, and abo- 
lition of the three-quarter clause bills, 
will be in evidence. Also an anti-option 
bill. 

The adoption of the new criminal codé 
will be an important one, which will re- 
quire much labor if there are many at- 
tempts to amend the report of the com- 
mission, 

The vote for governor and lieutenant 
governor will be declared by the legis- 
lature tomorrow and on the following 
Monday the two officéfs will be inaugu- 
rated. On Tuesday following, May 29th, 
the general assembly will ballot for two 
United States senator’, When Governor M. 
J. Foster will be elected to succeed Sen- 
ator Caffery, whose term expires next 
year, and Senator MeEnery to succeed 
himself.

It was an open car with seats running 
across it from one side to the other, and 
the negro and his companion, Hattie 
Wade, got in at the seat occupled by 
Whitney and others. The negro told Whit- 
ney to get up and give the lady a seat, 
which he declined to do. 

Negro Kills Whitney. 

The negroes forced themselves Into the 
seat, the man sitting partly upon Whit- 
ney, who shoved him off forcibly. The 
two men grappled and the negro pulled 
a pistol and shot twice. One bullet enter- 
ed Whitney's eye and the other missed, 
but grazed Pinckney Steiner’s hand and 
buried itself in the back of a car seat. 
Steiner seized the pistol and prevented 
the third shot, the hammer coming down 
upon his hand. 

Whitney fell tmp across the back of 
the seat in front of him, and the greatest 
excitement and panic resulted among the 
passengers on the crowded car, women 
growing hysterical. 

The negro tried to escape from the car, 
but was seized by passengers, disarmed 
and was soon taken charge of by a police- 
man, who was attracted by the shooting. 

Whitney died as soon as he reached the 


hospital, where he was carried-in the am- 


bulance.

“This controversy,’ says the communi-

Rasiness, and this condition cannot be 
tolerated, and a normal state of affairs 
must be established immediately. Ags in- 
dividuals you have and are entitled to 
your opinion regarding the merits of the 
controversy. As executive officers of the 
law you have but one thing t& do, and 
that is to restore peace and suppress all 
disorders. 

“I believe the law has clothed you with 
complete official power to accomplish this 
result. 

“If your regular police force is not suffi- 
cient, in your judgment, the law gives 
you authority to add sufficient men to 
meet any emergency. I request that you 
exercise the power vested in you prompt- 
ly. It matters not who is responsible. To 
the end that the public peace and order 
may be restored and maintained, you are 
directed to use immediately the full power 
given you you by law. and if your power 
is inadequate, which I am loath to be- 
lieve, notify me and I will exercise my 
full authority to assist you.” 

Governor Stephens said later, after a 
conference with local officials, that within 
the next twenty-four hours 2,000 additiona} 
policemen would be sworn in to help the 


present metropolitan force of 1,100 men.

Roberts's Advance Has Taken the Life 
Out of South Afticans, 


KAOONSTAD WASN'T HARD 10 GET 


Transvaal Defenders Marched Away 
from the British Without Los- 
ing a Gun or Any of 
Their Stores and 
Equipment. 


London, May l4, 4 a. m.—‘‘The war is 
practically over,’’ says The Daily Chron- 
icle’s Kroomstad correspondent, and 4y 
less definite terms this is the view to be 
gathered from all the correspondents. 
They picture the Boers as utterly demor- 
alized and disheartened by Lord Rob- 
erts’s unexpectedly rapid advance and 
by his facile turning of the carefully pre- 
pared positions of*the Boers. 

There was practically no fighting and 
there are no further details to give re- 
specting the occupation of’ Kroonstad. 
The correspondent of The Daily Tele- 
graph says: 


“The union jack was hoisted in the 
market place by Mrs. Lockhead, the 
American wife of a Scotchman. Most of 


the horses of the Boers are in a wretched 
condition, but President Kruger declares 
he will continue the war.”’ 

It appears that the Boers at Kroonstad 
had been re-enforced by 3,000 men from 
Natal last Friday and that altogether 
10,000 men with twenty guns trekked from 
Kroonstad on the approach of Lord Rob- 
erts. 

The Boers made an ineffectual stand at 
Baschrand and had elaborate intrench- 
ments in front of Kroonstad, which of- 
fered great facilities for a rearguard ac- 
tion. Their only anxiety, however, ap- 
pears to have been to get away safely 
with all their guns and convoys, which 
again they have successfully accomplish- 
ed. The few stores they were unable to 
carry away they burned. 

President Steyn is represented as hav- 
ing been frantic with rage and as having 
kicked and cuffed the burghers after vain- 
ly imploring them to continue the fight. 

Lord Roberts, after a march which is 
regarded as worthy of being ranked with 
his famous march to Kandahar, has thus 
covered another stage of his campaign, 
a stage which, although successful and 
without the mistakes and misfortunes 
that characterized the earlier stages, 
leaves the Boer forces quite intact, not 
having lost a gun and having lost very 
few men. Experience has taught the 
critics to be chary of accepting reports 
of Boer demoralization. The Times says: 

“The signs point to military breakdown 
on the part of the Boers, but after expe- 
rience of the past, we cannot accept the 
reports of demoralization without re- 
serve. The game of war must be strict- 
1- played out to the end.” 

Lindley, the new Free ~tate capital, 1s 
forty-five miles southeast of Kroonstad, 
half way to Bethlehem, and was probably 
selected as a convenient rendezvous for 
the commandos now retiring before Gen- 
eral Brabant and General Rundle, in the 
Thabanchu district. Brabant has occu- 
pied Hoepellok, half way on the road 
from Thabanchu to Ladybrand. 

There is not a word of news regarding 
General Buller’s movements or from the 
far western side. Nothing is known, 
therefore, of the progress of the Mafe- 
king relief column. “ 

The Lourenzo Marques correspondent 
of The Times, telegraphing Sunday, says: 

“It is rumored that the Transvaal raad, 
in secret session has resolved to order all 
residents, irrespective of nationality, to 
assist in the defense of the republic, in 
accordance with the terms of the amend- 
ed military law. The Boers now recog- 
nize that they are now in the last ,.ex- 
tremity and all sorts and conditions of 
men are being commandeered. The mer- 
chants here have protested against the 
Stoppage of a consignment of clothing 
and corned beef, of which the latter was 
purchased in America. United States 
Consul Stanley Hollis, whose sympathies 
are notorious, is said to have remon- 
Strated against what he walled interfer- 
ence with American trade.”’ 

Rudyard Kipling brought from Cape 
Town the appeal of a well known Wes- 
leyan minister to the president of the 
British Wesleyan conference in favor of 
the annexation of the two republics. To 
this appeal Mr. Kipling adds: 

“If, through any intellectual] lascivious- 
ness, we in England, prefer to tickle

'&innng, lve or ten years back. I assume 
that you have full knowledge of the sit-

He says: 

‘‘Lord Roberts’s adwance was splendidly 
executed.

SOUTHERN ORDERS RUSH THEM 


Machine Manufacturers in the East 


Are Kept Busy. 
Columbus, Ga., May 1%8.—(Spectal.)—Mr. 


BE. N, Clemence, secretary and treasurer 
of the Pagle and Phenix mills, has just 
returned from a sixteen days’ trip to 
various northern and eastern cities, where 
he went to push up some machinery or- 
ders of the Eagle and Phenix mills, and 
to take a general look over the situation. 
Mr. Clemence was greatly impressed with 
the keen tnterest in the south on the 
part of New England capitalists, and talk- 
ed interestingly to The Constitution's cor- 
respondent about some incidents of his 
trip. 

Mr. Clemence found that the machinery 
manufacturers of the north were pressed 
with heavv orders and that a person was 
fortunate to have an order filled with any 
promptness. On account of the Eagle and 
Phenix mills being old customers of the 
leading machinery plants they had some 
special advantages. and due to this and 
other reasons Mr. Clemence succeeded in 
getting things in desirable shape. He 
bought a lot of looms in Worcester and 
Hokedale, some spinning machinery in 
Maine and an engine in Philadelphia. The 
company decided to run the addition to 
No. 3 mill by steam power until the ex- 
tensive improvements of the plant’s water 
power are complete. The engine: bought 
has a capacity of 200-horse power. Besides 
being necessary in this emergency, it will 
be a useful thing to have on hand at the 
plant. A good deal of the machinery for 
the addition has arrived, and Mr. Cle- 
mence thinks that all of it @ill be on 
hand by May Ist. 

“TI found the keenest kind of interest in 
the south everywhere I went,”’ said Mr. 
Clemence. “In fact, the south {s the prin- 
cipal topic’ of conversation in financial 
and industrial circles. While I was in 
Boston there were about a dozen mill 
presidents from the south there, and they 
were being treated most cordially by the 
Boston capitalists. There is generally 
& warm feeling for this section. The in- 
terest in the south is not affected, either, 
because a great many of the northern 
and eastern capitalists have money in- 
vested in this section and are stockhold- 
ers and directors in cotton mills and 
other enterprises down this way. The 
night-I left Boston there was on the train 
a large party from Boston coming down 
to meetings of mills in Tennessee, North 
Carolina, Georgia and Alabama, in which 
they were interested. 

“The story printed some time ago about 
southern manufacturers being unable to 
obtain machinery in the north because 
the manufacturers favored the north 1s 
incorrect,’’ said Mr. Clemence. ‘‘The south 
is the growing section, and the machinery 
men could not afford to deliberately slight 
it as a business proposition. Then, the 
machinery folks really feel kindly toward 
us. They themselves are largely interest- 
ed in enterprises down this way. They 
are turning off a good many orders, it is 
true, but as many orders from northern 
firms are rejected as from southern firms. 
I was in the office of a machinery com- 
pany when a telegram came in from one 
of the oldest and most reliable cotton 
mills in New England—a mill I knew 
when I was a boy. It was an order for 
machinery. A member of the firm said: 
‘That’s an old customer. I hate to lose 
their business, but we cannot accommo- 
date them.” He dictated a telegram to 
the effect that the order would haveto be 
‘refused on account of southern business 
already on the books which had to be 
met.’’ 

“As I said before, everybody is inter- 
ested in the south. They are interested 
not only in cotton mills, but in land and 
mines as well, and this is generally look- 
a upon as the coming industrial sec- 
tion.”’ :

CUT BY SUBSIDIES 


Minority Report Has Been Filed in the 
House by Democrats. 


MEASURE STRONGLY OPPOSED 


The Members of the Committee Up- 
hold the Proposition. 


SMALL PER CENT SHIPPING IS SUBSIDIZED 


Charges on Freights Could Not Be 
Reducei by the Measure, So 
Report Declares, 


Washington, May 13.—The minority re- 
port on the shipping subsidy bill, opposing 
that measure, has been filed in the house 
of representatives by the majority of the 
members of the democratic minority of 
the committee on merchant marine and 
fisheries. Representative Fitzgerald, of 
Massachusetts, drew the report, which 
was signed also by Representatives De- 
Vries, of California; Daly, of New Jersey, 
and Speight, of Mississippi. Three other 
democrats of the committee, Messrs Chan- 
ler, Small and Ransdell, have heretofore 
submitted their views, upholding the gen- 
eral principle of government aid to the 
merchant marine, but pointing out defects 
in the bill. The present report, therefore, 
represents the opposition to the measure, 
both in principle and in detail. In the 
main it is an argument against govern- 
ment subsidies, and asserts that most of 
the proposed $9,000,000 subsidy will go to 
a few favored concerns, without building 
up American shipping in general or en- 
couraging American exports. 

The report quotes a recent utterance of 
President McKinley on the remarkable 
increase of our ship-building and says 
in — 

“Our foreign trade, then, is increasing 
with wonderful rapidity without subsidy. 
Why, then, should the whole country be 
taxed to provide gratuities for indus- 
tries which are now prosperous and which 
have every prospect of continuing to be 
more and more prosperous? 

“Even if our foreign commerce were in 
a declining rather than a fairly prosper- 
our condition, it is probable that the 
present bill would give any relief; and 
for the following reasons: 

‘“‘Because subsidies are graded accord- 
ing to the speed and capacity of ships 
and are more than twice as high per ton 
of capacity for the swift passenger steam- 
ers, which carry but little cargo, as for 
ordinarv freight steamers, whicn carry 
80 or 90 per cent of our exports. The 
subsidy, therefore, if it affects rates at 
all, will affect passenger than 
freight rates. 

“As only about 5 per cent of the total 
tonnage of the world’s shipping is sub- 
sidized and as nearly all of the present 
subsidy goes to passenger and mail steam- 
ers, the hopelessness of trying to subsidy 
to lower freight rates and increase com- 
merce is apparent. Unlimited subsidy 
would be necessary to lower general 
freight rates. If any one country attempts 
by subsidy to secure lower rates the sub- 
sidy must go to all ships carrying freights. 
Otherwise the moment the few subsidized 
ships lower rates for one country the 
unsubsidized ships (tramp steamers, etc.) 
will withdraw to other service and rates 
for this particular country will go back 
to the world’s level. Hence, it is practi- 
cally beyond the ability of any one coun- 
try to materially reduce by subsidy its 
ocean freight rates and in this way to 
increase its foreign trade. 

“The bill does -not sufficiently provide 


rather 


for subsidies based upon the amount of} 


freight carried, nor does it require any 
decrease in freight rates. 

“It cannot be shown from the history 
of subsidies, that they ever materially 
lowered freight rates or increased the 
commerce of the countries granting them. 
Trade conditions and not trade theories 
fix the rates which shippers will pay and 
which ship owners can get. 

“Neither does the history of subsidies 
show that any country has ever built up 
its merchant marine in this way. An 
experience with the Collins, Brazil and 
Pacific mal] Ifnes is the present experi- 
ence of France and Italy and the past 
experierté@ of all other countries which 
have given rea] subsidies. As the gov- 
ernment could not under the proposed 
law take American ships for cruisers or 
transports on any more favorable terms 
than it can now obtain them, viz: by 
paying for them al] they are worth, it 
will on this score get nothing in return 
for its lavish subsidy expenditures. Neith- 
er is there anything in the bill which 
would provide American seamen for our 
national defense. In no way then would 
this bill provide for the national defense, 
On the contrary, by draining $9,000,000 
from our national] treasury it weakens 
our national defense by taking money 
which might otherwise be invested in 
more shipg or in the transports, provis- 
ions, ammunition, etc., {n case of war. 
Such a large amount of subsidy practi- 
cally put at the disposal of the few who 


benefit by this bill cannot but tend to 
unite, even more closely than now the 
great shipbuilding. ship owning and 


railroad interests concerned in this meas- 
ure. : 

“By the time these few interests bring 
in their foreign owned ships and get their 
ships now being built into the subsidy 
race the $9,000,000 limit will be undoubt- 
ediy reached. Hence it will be to their 
interest to combine to stop competition 
and to prevent their subsidy rates and 
profits from declining. We believe that 
such a combination would be completed 
soon after the passage of this bill. 

“We place no faith in the anti-trust 
amendment. All the federal and state 
anti-trust laws now in existence have 
proven futile and have not lessened the 
rapid growth of trusts. We see no rea- 
son for thinkine that this armti-trust 
amendment would prove more effective. 

“By this bill, which professes to be !p- 
tended to increase the expartation ef 
American produce, the givernment is 
asked to pay the stockholders of a single 
steamship line $1,500. a year for carry- 
ing abroad in its fore’gn first-class pas- 


pSsenger ships, not American products, but 


American tourists who can afford to trav- 


el and spend thetr monev in Europe. That | 
is, the government is asked to pay. not | 


for the exportation of American produce, 
but for the exportation of American cus- 
tomers.”’ 


The report contends that even if sub- | 
sides are justified in building up an en- | 
yet | 


terprise such as the Pacific roads. 
there is no justification for “a reward to 
existing lines.” 

As showing the proportions of the pro- 
posed subsidy i is stated that $9.900.000 
a year “constitutes interest upon $450,000, - 
000 at the rate now yielded by our govern- 
ment bonds,” and it is urged that the 
government could better afford to use 
this aggregate to build ships and give 
them away than to make the donations 
provided for in the bill.” 

It is stated that $260,000 would Zo to 
ships over twenty years old and therefora 
encourage the running of these old ships 
for sake of subsidy until they go to the 
bottom with crew and cargo.

Thirty tons 
of it have already arrived here from the 
Soudan, Fifty tons more are about to be 
shipped. It is coarse, but that is because 
it was gathered by the natives from plants 
Over a year old. It should be planted 
yearly, which can be done by the system 
of rotation of crops, if deemed necessary. 
Cotton is like tomatoes: these two plants 
may live several years, but the first year's 
products are the only really good ones. 

The confession of the poor quality of 
cotton raised should not detract from 
the importance of the statement that 
by grading up seed a good Staple may 
yet be produced. This is one point 
to which American planters have not 
given sufficient attention. The selec- 
tion of seed and the development of 
improved classes has not been looked 
upon with the importance which the 
subject requires. We start off with 
the best soil and weather conditions 
united. We have had the best seeds 
and the result has been to give us 
the monopoly of the world’s cotton 
trade. jut’ seeds deteriorate: the 
wholesale use of it in cotton mills de- 
stroys the supply, and as quality and 
quantity grow inferior improvement 
in other sections may turn the bal- 
ance and we will find when too late 
that our advantage has departed. 

To show the difference of treatment 
the French government is sparing no 
money to devetop the best seeds which 
are sent to the colonies for propagation 
and the hope is now expressed “that | 
there is every reason to believe that | 
cotton will soon become a powerful 
element of wealth for French colonies 
and that its culture will be placed in 
a flourishing condition by the interpo- 
sition of private enterprise.”

Juvenile Reformatory. 


Criminologists divide criminals into two 
classes, viz: the ‘‘habitual criminal’’ and the 
‘‘occasional criminal.’’ The habitual) criminal 
is, as the name implies, one who habitually 
pursues a career of crime, whose punishment 
has no restraining influence upon his criminal 
inclinations, and whois continuously undergoing 
sentence for infractions of the venal code. 
The occasional criminal is otherwise. He is 
one not addicted to crime, who lives in a 
social atmosphere not conducive to criminality, 
but yet, unfortunately in a moment weak- 
ness ‘s induced to commit some crimMal act. 
After undergoing his sentence he, as a rule, 
will not come back. He, however, may be 
transformed into the habitual criminal if while 
serving a penal sentence, or after the expira- 
tion thereof, he is subjected to the social con- 
ditions which create the habitual criminal. 
More likely is‘this to happen in the case of 
the juvenile criminal, for the influences thrown 
around him during the period of his penal 
servitude, and the conditions in which he ts 
apt to be placed afterwards, are unwhole- 
some and corrupt, and by reason of the ex- 
treme suceptibility of youth cannot be with- 
stood and combatted. It is to prevent this 
transformation of the juveniles into habitual 
criminals that advocates of juvenile reforma- 
tories seek to accomplish. 

It is contended by many that he 
criminal is the product of herdity, and that, 
therefore, preventive and reformatory treat- 
ment is useless. Heredity is no doubt to some 
extent a contributory source, and were it the 
only source this position would be well taken. 
It is, however, well recognized by all thought- 
ful and scientific investigators that while the 
creation of the criminal may to some extent in 
many cases be due to heredity, it is to a 
greater extent due to his social conditionps and 
the environnents thrown around him during 
childt.ocd. So if we remove the evil conditions 
con lucive to criminality and substitute there- 
for those t»at are wrolegome and conluci/e 
to moriality and good citizenship we will ma- 
terlally retard and lessen the growth of 
crime. To remove these evil conditions those 
juveniles lying under bad influences who are 
just beginning a criminal career, should be 
taken and placed under proper guardianship 
or in some institution calculated to remove 
these conditions. Confinement in prisons with 
hardened adult criminals, where ihe atmosphere 
is poisonous and pregnant with the germs of 
criminal disease tends to transform the juve- 
nile criminal into the habitual criminal—hope- 
less and beyond reform, and an enemy to go- 
cletv. 

The character of the criminal and the pecu- 
liar circumstances surrounding him should be 
considered in determining the proper treatment 
he is to receive from society for violating her 
laws. The insane criminal should receive a 
different treatment from the one who is sane; 
the juverile criminal should receive a different 
treatment from that received by the adult 
criminal; and the habitual criminal should re- 
ceive a .different treatment from that received 
by the occasional crininal, ard so on. The 
juvenile criminal should, therefore, as a rule, 
be separated from the adult criminal; and 
juvenile criminals themselves should according 
to individual characteristics be subjected to 
different treatments, and for that purpose 
classified anc in some cases separated. This 
latter is very forsibly recozalized in those 
juvenile reformatories having the “cottuge 
system.’’ The vicious and depraved should not 
be allowed to corrupt and contaminate those 
who are not; and when incorrigible and past 
all hope of reformation their place is not in @ 
reformatory. 

The designation of these juvenile institutions 
as ‘‘reformatories,’’ I «m inclined to think, is 
a misapplication of the worl. While these in- 
stitutions are to some extent for the purpose 
‘of reformation, the predominant purpose is to 
prevent juveniles from becoming criminals by 
removing the conditions conducive to criminal- 
ity and thus nip a criminal career in its tne, 
cipiency. If I may coin a word, | would call 
them ‘‘preventatories.’’

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Some days ago Secretary T. H. Martin, 
of the Southern Interstate fair, wrote to 
a number of editors of weekly papers 
asking that they devote a certain amount 
of space to the fair in view of the gen- 
eral benefit that it would be to the state.

as to give editors tickets over several 
lines of road. These fairs are fearful 
drains on the country and country towns 
and all country editors should refuse to 
do this work unless they are paid to do it.”’

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WARNING FROM MARINE POSTS 


Secretary Wilson Guarding Against 
Storm Dangers. 

Washington, May 13.—Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wilson has just started en im- 
portant improvement fin the weather bu- 
reau of great interest to commerce. Real- 
izing the great value of the storm Warn- 
ings of the weather bureau tn the saving 
of life and property the secretary di- 
rected that careful experiments be made 
with the view of adopting an improved 
method of issuing warning signals from 
marine ports. With the co-operation of 
several important manufacturing estab- 
lishments a new iron storm warning tow- 
er has been constructed and adepted by 
the secretary. This tower, being con- 
structed in sections, can be extended toa 
greater or less height, in accordance with 
the visual conditions of different ports. 
Near the top of the tower two powerful 
French Fresnel lensé jamps are jocated 
and above the lamps fs the flagstar from 
which day signals are to be displayed. 
The old infertor marine lantern, which 
consumed oil and which has been displayed 
only from wooden staffs, will be discard- 
ed by order of the secretary, and the dis- 
play of danger warnings more efficiently 
made by the introduction of the new 
iron towers. 

Congress, in accordance with thé recom- 
mendation of the secretary, made an ap- 
propriation sufficient to equip one-half of 
the three hundred display stations during 
the coming year. Wlison has 
directed the chief of the weather bureau 
to distribute those new towers as equal- 
ly as possible between the lake and sea-

LARGE STEREOPTICON WILL BE USED 


The Returns, as Fast as They Come 
in, Will Be Flashed Upon Sheet 
of Canvas Opposite Build- 
ing for Benefit of 
Citizens. 


Few volitical contests in the history of 
Fulton county have attracted such deep 
interest as those that will be settled at 
the polls tcmorrow. 

This statement ds borne out by the 
fact that the registration this year is 
the largest the county has ever Known, 
and by the small parties that have been 
congregating on the street corners dur- 
ing the past few days to discuss the prob- 
able outcome of the various contests. 

The Constitution has greatly added to 
this interest by its announcement ee 
the results as they come in from the Va- 
rious wards and precincts/will be flashed 
upon a large canvas sheet opposite its 
building. 

The many citizens interested in the pri- 
mary have been endeavoring to make ar- 
rangements for the past few days to learn 
of the outcome of the voting tomorrow, 
and to these it will be a source of \grati- 
fication that The Constitution, with its 
usual accuracy and promptness, will, with 
the aid of its stereopticon, tell the news 
first to the thousands that will congre- 
gate in front of the building, corner Ala- 
bama and Forsyth streets. 

All arrangements for the primary have 
been made and there is now nothing re- 
maining for the county democratic execu- 
tive committee to do. There is also lit- 
tle that the various candidates can do, 
although it is probable that the button- 
holing voters on the streets by anxious 
friends of candidates will continue until 
tomorrow evening, when the polls close. 

Because of the great interest in the va- 
rious races, the candidates expect a large 
vest pocket vote, which is the term ap- 
plied to: that ballot which remains snug- 
ly in a voter’s vest pocket until the polls 
are reached. This secretive method, how- 
ever, can only be pursued in the country 
districts, with the exception of Cook’s, 
as in all except them the Australian sys- 
tem will be used. 

This system. as is well known, pre- 
cludes all knowledge of what a vote con- 
tains on the part of the werker, as the 
ballot must be made out after entering 
a booth at the polls. It is this system that 
has been gradually doing away with the 
workers at the polls during the past few 
years, although it is expected that there 
will be large crowds out tomorrow. 

The size of the vote depends somewhat 
upon the state of the weather. If there 
{fs sunshine and no rain tomorrow it is 
probable that the largest vote in the his- 
tory of the county will be cast; otherwise 
the size of the vote depends upon the in- 
terestedness of the voters. 

The tickets for the city voting places 
and Cook’s district have been printed 
and will be delivered to W. J. Campbell, 
secretary of the county democratic exec- 
utive committee, tomorrow, and by him 
they will be placed in the boxes to be de- 


livered to the managers. 

e committee will keep secret the 
tickets to be voted until Tuesday morn- 
ing. Two lots of tickets have been print- 
ed and just which set the committee will 


‘decide to use even the printers do not 


know. 

The following instructions to voters in 
the city wards and Cook’s district have 
been issued by the committee: 

No form of ballot except the ‘‘official bal- 
lot’ shall be admitted into the ballot box or 
counted and no name of any person, cither 
Written, stamped or pasted on the official bal- 
lot’? will be counted by the manaters. 

Fach person entitled to vote will be fur- 
Nished with one ‘‘official ballot’’ by the man- 
ager at the door, which will contain the names 
of all candidates entitled to be voted for. 

It shall be the duty of the voter when re- 
ceiving his ‘‘official ballot’’ to go promptly and 
alone into one of the booths, where he will, 
without the interference or suggestion of any 
one, prepare his ballot by erasing with pen- 
cil marks all names on said ballot, except 
those for whom he d¢sires to vote. 

When a voter has prepared his ballot he 
shall proceed to the ballot box and deposit It 
and pass out of the ron-m. 

“Should a voter spoil his ballot, he can pro- 
cure another from the manager at the door by 
6urrendering the spoiled ticket. This, he may 
Tepeat until he kas used three ballots, after 
Which he shall not be entitled to another. 

Every person who receives an official bal- 
lot” from the manager at the door, and who 
for any reason fails or declines to use said 
ballot in voting, according to the regulations 
prescribed for voters, shall immediately return 
Said ballot to the manager who originally fur- 
Rished the same.

VALISE OF EXPLOSIVES 
IS A POLICE MYSTERY 


Mystery profound and 


F. C. French has been vainly trying to 
take out of the Southern Express office 
with orders which he admits were forged 
by himself and Luke Parker. 

The property in HNmbo is interesting be- 
cause the valise was found by the police 
to contain a big bottle of nitro-glycerine, 
fifty feet of dynamite fuse and two mur- 
derous looking revolvers.

HIS CONGREGATION 


Discussed ~ Approaching Primary at 
Trinity Yesterday. 


PLEADED FOR REFORMATORY 


Told Voters of His Congregation To 
Elect Best Men. 


TELLS SOME POLITICAL HISTORY 


Says the Best Officers Are Not Al- 
ways Found in the Church and 
Gives Examples. 


Dr. Stradley, at Trinity yesterday morn- 
ing, preached a strong sermon—a sermon 
while not sensational created a profound 
sensation. It was forceful and direct, yet 
free from invective or philippic. Finding 
the time for this sermon short, Dr. 
Stradley stated that he desired to touch 
upon a question that had been frequently 
agitated, and that was whether a minister 
should refer to politics from the pulpit. 
In fact, he said that he had received a 
communication in which there appeared 
the statement that it was in no wise a 
pastor’s duty to take an interest In a 
matter ag temporal as politics, but that 
rather his line of work was in the direc- 
tion of theological dissertations and the 
exposition of matters religious. 

“I deny this,” said Dr. Stradley with 
some warmth. “I do not believe that it 
is my duty to discuss the authorship of 
the Pentateuch or the question as to 
who wrote the letter to the Hebrews, 
when there is before my people questions, 
political or not, that involve their wel- 
fare."’ 

Dr. Stradley then discussed the reforma- 
tory election, which occurs Tuesday. He 
spoke of the necessity for such an insti- 
tution, and pleaded with the voters in 
his congregation to cast their ballots for 
the establishment of a reform school for 
youths. -From this he took up the pri- 
mary election, saying: 

“On Tuesday there is a primary elec- 
tion in which officers for the county and 
the state are to be named. It is the duty 
of every citizen to vote for the best 
man running, whether he be a member of 
this chureh or not, or whether, indeed, he 
be a member of any church, It is not 
always within the church that we must 
look. I see men sitting before me to- 
day, pious in looks, who rent their pro- 
perty for immoral purposes. I am told 
that candidates who are church mem- 
bers go into saloons and treat men to 
get votes. Neither of these classes is en- 
titled to the vote of any citizen. I would 
not vote for my father, or my brother, 
if he were not the best man running for 
the place. And I would vote for no man 
who helped on immorality and drunken- 
ness. 

‘““Two years ago I stood in this place and 
warned this congregation not to vote for 
a candidate then before the people. There 
are today men sitting before me who 
heard this unheeded advice. And they are 
responsible for the shame that has been 
put upon our city through an official. I 
conceived it my duty then to warn you, 
and my duty is still plain. I shall not 
waver in my Intentions, for I believe what 
I do to be for the good of religion and 
the cause of Christ, as well as for the 
welfare of the city. 

“IT have not said what I have for the 
purpose of being sensational. I would 
prefer that none of my words should ever 
reach the papers.’’

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Our sermon this week is  furnish- 
ed by Rev, Baxter Greer, bL.D., pastor 
of the Sherman Street*Methodist Epnisco- 
pai church, of San Antonio, Tex., from 
the text: “Good Master, what good thing 
shall I do that I may have eternal life?” 
Matthew xix:16. 

The to this question shall be 
given ¢n the very words of the Master, 
hence, if the answer seems strange or 
unreasonable, you are kindly referred to 
its author for explanation and apology. 

What do we Know of the man who 
asked this question? The ‘record says 
that he was rich. His barns were filled 
with plenty; his presses were bursting 
out with new wine; all that Aealth or 
heart could wish was his of regal splen- 
dor. He occupied a prominént place in 
the community where he lived—was a ruler 
of the synagogue, a member of the San- 
hedrim, the higti@st court of the nation. 
Life with all its hopes 
and possibilities was before him; the fu- 
ture was a land flowing with milk and 
honey, where the flowers were blooming 
and the birds were singing, and every 
hill and mountain top was gilded with 
rainbows of promise. And, if you please, 
the young man was in health, having kept 
these commandments from his youth up: 
“My son, forget not my law; it shall be 
health to thy navel, and marrow to thy 
bones.’’ Observe also that the man was 
courteous and of pleasing address; he 
came kneeling and saying: ‘‘Good Mas- 
ter.’ 

On the other hand, what do you think 
of this young man’s theology? Does he 
not need to tarry at Jerusalem till his 
beard be grown? Is he not erratic? and 
had he not denied the faith once delivered 
to the saints? He says that a man can 
“do something” to ‘inherit eternal life. 
Bind him, hand and foot, brand him and 
cast him_.otvtt. So there’s another good 
man gone wrong. Yonder he goes; look 
at him, but who is that with him? His 
companion in errar—who is that? mand 
in hand, heart in heart, with that young 
man. I behold one with a form like unto the 
Son of God! So there’s another good 
man gone wrong. 

Really it appears that we have in the 
person of this young ruler a remarkable 
specimen of mental, moral and phvsical 
manhood. He had health, had wealth; 
he had honor, he had youth, he was cour- 
teous, sincere and withal a sound theolog- 
fan: in a word, he had all that makes or 
tends to make life desirable. No doubt 
he was in love with life, and that is the 
reason why he came to Jesus inquiring: 
‘What must I do that I may have eter- 
nal life?’ 

Jesus has a wonderful way of looking 
things into men, and He always treats 
aman as well as the man treats Him. 
So He first looked upon the young man 
and loved him: then He answered his 
question. There was no evasion, no minc- 
ing of words, no mystifying with high 
doctrines: the Master gave the young 
man a prompt, clear, direct, brief and 
complete answer to his question. ‘“‘Thou 
Qnowest the.,commandments; these do and 
thou shalt have treasure in heaven.”’ 

To what commandment did Jesus refer? 
Thou shalt be baptized with water? Is 
that what He meant? Jesus Christ came 
here to teach men how to be saved from 
theif sins. That was the purpose—the 
express purpose, the only purpose of His 
mission to this world. He came to teach, 
on the subject of salvation from sin, the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth. He lived here for more than 
thirty years; His public ministry lasted 
three or seven years, and with the ex- 
ception of one or two short sentences, He 
did not open His mouth to speak one 
word on the subject of water baptism. 
Did the Master forget? Or was He afraid 
of the council? No; Jesus left the dis- 
cussion of these and kindred subjects to 
those who were to come after Him—to 
those who fear men rather than God; 
who speak right well the shibboleth of 
sect: who love the new moon more than 
the new commandment, and the solemn 
fast rather than dealing bread to the 
hungry, even to those ‘‘who preach the 
gospel for strife and debate,’ and love 
to “smile with the fist of wickedness.” 
The Son of Man came to seek and to 
save the lost, and He had but little 


answer 


time for churches and church ordinances, 


“Thou shalt believe that I am the Son 
of God.” Is that one of the command- 
ments to which Jesus referred? There ve 
many nowadays who are greatly concern- 
ed lest men deny the divinity of Christ. 
The Master Himself seems to be greatly 
concerned lest they deny His humanity, 
for only once does He call Himself the 
Son of God, whereas He calis Himself, 
thirty-two times, the Son of Man, Do I 
believe in the divinity of Christ? That l 
do. “I am My beloved’s and py beloved 
is mine.”’ , 

“There’s nothing fair nor beautiful but 
takes 
Something from Him that makes it beau- 


tiful.’’ 


And I believe in your divinity. Listen. 
“Neither pray I for these alone, but for 
them also which shall believe on Me 
through their word: that they all may 
be one: as Thou, Father, art in Me and 
I in Thee, that they also may_be one in 
Us: that the world may believe that Thou 
hast sent Me. And the glory which Thou 
Zavest Me I have given them; that they 
may be one as We are one. I in them and 
Thou in Me, that We may be perfect 
in one. and that the world may know 
that Thou hast sent Me, and hast loved 
them as Thou hast loved Ma” “To 
him that overcometh will I grant to sit 
with Me in My throne, even as I also 
overcame and am set down with My 
Father in His throne.”’ 

O ye who are Christ’s, it is yours to 
be one with God; to know even as also 
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ye are known: to hold the winds In your 
fists and the waters in the hollow of 
your hands; to say to this mountain, 
“Be thou removed, and be thou cast into 
the midst of the sea,”’ and it shall be done; 
to say to fever and palsy and consump- 
tion and leprosy and heart disease, “De- 
part,’’ and to the devils, ‘Get you hence,” 
and they shal] flee away: life and death, 
things present and things to come—a}) 
things are yours, and ye are Christ's, 
and Christ Is God's. Partakers of the 
divine nature ye are; heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs with Jesus Christ, sitting down 
with God in His throne, These are no 
fancy pictures; these aré‘ the deep things, 
the high things of God; no plummet can 
sound them; no seraph’s wing can reach 
them; but “God hath revealed them unto 
us by his spirit.” 

I belleve in the divinity of Christ, and 
I believe in the divinity of every man 
who has the spirit of Christ: at the same 
time, I am not authorized by any word 
of the master to set forth bellef in his 
divinity as a condition of eternal life. 
And men may say, as often as they like, 
that “I have fed on the insane root,” and 
“my reason is taken prisoner,’ but “I 
know a hawk from qa handsaw,” and my 
name is not Macbeth. 

To what commandments, then, did Je- 
sus refer?He referred to the ten command- 
ments given by God to Moses on Mount 
Sinai, and festated by the master’ him- 
self in these words: “‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy soul, mind 
and strength; and thy neighbor as thy- 
seif.”’ 

“Do you mean to say that you are a 
moralist?’’ No. I1 do not mean to say 
that, or anything like that. The words 
which you hear are pot mine, but his 
that sent me. I mean to gay, a8 an am- 
bassador of Christ, that he was a mor- 
alist; that from the first to the last. of his 
ministry, he preached obedience, and 
nothing but obedience to the moral law 
as the condition of eterna] life. That is 
the doctrine he preached to this young 
man; and the only reason why the young 
man went away sorrowfully and unsaved 
was that he failed in the second table of 
the law. The God of this world had 
biinded his eyes and hardened his heart, 
and he shut the door of his heart against 
the poor with a sound that was heard in 
Heaven, He had great riches, and he 
loved his riches more than he loved his 
neighbor. The young ruler lacked one 
thing—obedience to the mora] law; and 
that is the only reason why he went away 
sorrowful. That is the only reason why 
any man ever wen, away from Jesus 
sorrowful: “Your sing have separated 
between you and God,” 

I bring to you a aoctrine strange, but 
not new. It is an old doctrine—old as the 
everlasting hills. It is the doctrine 
preached by priest and prophet and by 
him who was greater than priest or 
prophet. An old doctrine. Dead, I grant 
you, dead and buried it hath been; buried 
beneath the traditions’ and command- 
ments of men; buried for more than four 
days, and, no doubt, by this time it 
stinketh, 

But in the spirit and power of him who 
said: “I am the resurrection and the 
life,” I stand upon the verge of its tomb 
and ery aloud: ‘“‘Come forth,’’ and in the 
name of the same blessed master, I call 
upon you brethren to take off its grave 
clothes, loose it, and let it go. Already 
too long have. we deferred to the olfac- 
tories of so-called orthodoxy. Let us 
proceed with the resurrection, and if an 
odor unlike the odor of new mown hay 
should infringe the proboscis of orthodoxy 
and she would fain discover whence that 
odor proceeds, ‘I would most respectfully 
suggest to her-majesty that she ask the 
question which the disciples asked of the 
master as they were gathered around the 
table on that memorable night: “Lord, is 
mare 

Keep the commandments. Let us pause 
here a moment, and think. Imagine 
the whole creation to be brought into ab- 
solute, perfect harmony with these com- 
mandments as interpreted by the words 
and life of Jesus Christ. Just think of 
the wonderful change. Where, if you 
please, would the devil be? In all the 
wide universe of God, there would not 
be one print of his cloven foot or one 
trail of his damnable slime. His works— 
sin and sorrow and death and hell—would 
be destroyed and righteousness would 
cover the earth as the waters cover the 
channels of the great sea. Then there 
would be no nted for God to send His 
angels “‘to bear us away on their snowy 
wings;”’ a heaven whiter than the angel’s 
wing and more glorious than seraph’s 
thought would be within us. .... 

The kingdom of God is not above you— 
in thrones and principalities and powers; 
nor is it without you in meat and drink; 
but the kingdom of God is within you— 
in truth, obedience, in love to God and 
love to the creatures God has made. Let 
me be ag pure (and I shall be, some day) 
teaching this moral law as Jesus was, 
and .President McKinley would belt the 
earth to shake my hand; kings and 
queens would cast down their robes for 
me to walk upon, and the angels would 
salute, uncover their heads and stand 
aside! /Obedience, obedience to the moral 
law—that is the work to be done, and love 
is the motive power behind the work. 

“Whosoever heareth these sayings of 
Mine. and doeth them,” saith Christ. 
Why, the sayings-of the sermon He had 
just preached. And what are the say- 
ings of that sermon? Read it, friends, 
and see for yourselves. From the first 
sentence to the last, the sermon on the 
mount sets forth obedience and nothing 
but obedience to the moral law, and it 
closes with this grand peroration: ‘‘Who- 
soever heareth these sayings of mine, 
and doeth them, I will ken him to a 
wise man. which built his ftouse upon a 
rock, and the rain descended, and the 
flood came, and the wind blew, and beat 
upon that house, and it fell not: for it 
was founded upon a rock.’’ I plead for 
the religion which pays its debts and 
speaks the truth, and drink water from 
its own cisterns: the old-time religion 
which visits the fatherless and widow in 
their affliction, and keeps unspotted from 
the world. 

“And so we plow along, as the fly said 
to the ox. half the time on foot and the 
other half walking; and always as merry 
as a thunder storm in the night. Who 
knows what may hapven? Patience, and 
shuffle the cards! I am not yet so bald 
that you can see my brains, and perhaps, 
after all, I shall some day go to Rome 
and come back Saint Peter.’” I mean, 
brethren. that to this doctrine, though 
it be through much pain and travail of 
soul, to this doctrine which I preach unto 
you, the world must come at last. And 
whenever the pulpits of the land rise 
above self and sect, and “preach right- 
eousness in the great congregation,” then, 
and not till tien, will the “ransomed of 
the Lord return. and come to Zion with 
songs and everlasting joy upon their 
heads, and sorrow and sighing shall flee 
away.”’ 

It is worthy of note that in His answer 
to the young man Jesus omitted those 
commandments which enjoin us to love 
God, and we must consider the reason for 
this omission. 

No man hath seen God at any. time; no 
man hath heard His voice or touched the 
hem of His garment. God is a spirit, in- 
visible, 


clouds and darkness, thunder and light- 
ning are round about His tg-one. Now, 
wé may understand how to fear such a 


Being, but not how to love Him. But 


intangible and removed to an 
infinite distance from every one of us;:

derstood. We can see our neighbor and 
hear his voice and touch his hand and 
feel his presence. We understand what 
love to neighbor means and we know 
how to love our neighbor, but there is a 
mystery about loving God: The Israelites 
felt all this when, at the foot of Sinai, 
they said to Moses, “Speak thou with us 
and we will hear, but let not God speak 
to us lest we die.’" God felt this, there- 
fore He sent forth His Son born of a 
woman. “The word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us.”’ 

Furthermore, love to,man means love 
to God, “Write me,” said Abou Ben 
Ahdem to the angel, “as one who loves his 
followers,’’ and when the names of those 
who loved God were called, the name of 
Abou Ben Ahdem was the first on the 
roll. He who has love to man has love to 
God; and “love is the fulfilling of the 
law.” At the judgment bar of God the 
question will be: “Were you kind to My 
children? Did you feed the hungry and 
clothe the naked, and minister unto those 
who were sick?” By this test—and this 
alone—you and I must stand or fall. “‘In- 
as much as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these. My disciples, ye have 
done it unto Me.” 

One thought more: There is no substi- 
tute in this warfare. Every man must 
stand in his own lot and fight his own 
battles. I must keep the law for myself 
and not another for me. Though the heart 
of my sweet mother be as pure as the 
driven snow; though the heart of Jesus 
be as pure as God who made the snow, 
all this availeth me nothing so long as 
My own heart is impure. 

If thou wouldst enter into life thou 
must keep the commandment. No man 
can love and serve God by proxy. 


* FIRST METHODIST. 


Bishop Warren A. Candler preached a 
strong and powerful sermon yesterday 
morning at the First Methodist church. 

He read a portion of the thirteenth 
chapter of St. Matthew, taking for a text 
the 44th, 45th and 46th varses of the same 
chapter: “Again the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto treasure hid in a field; the 
which when a man hath found, he hid- 
eth, and for joy thereof goeth and sell- 
eth all he hath and buyeth that field. 

“Again, the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a merchantman seeking goodly 
pearls: 4 

“Who when he hath found one of great 
price, went and sold all that he had and 
bought it.’’ 

Irom this text the bishop drew his les- 
son. He was heard attentively by a 
large congregation. The sermon was 
along strictly oru.odox lines and the 
broad field offered by the text was thor- 
oughly covered. 

No synopsis of the sermon could be 
given without an impairment of its 
strength of thought and expression. The 
bishop spoke in short forceful sentences 
and with evidences of deep feeling.

At Merritts Avenue church Rev. C. E. 
Dowman, president of Emory colloge, 
preached the morning sermon from the 
text, Luke xvi:9: ‘‘And I say unto you 
make to yourselves friends of the mam- 
mon of unrighteousness, that when ye 
fail they may receive vou into everlasting 
habitations.’’ 

He said in part: 

“The phase of the gospel presented in 
the text is the money sides of it. It pre- 
sents plain and simple truths. We must 
use this world in the interest of the 
world to come. There are three divisions 
of the subject that express {t simply and 
to be easily understood and remembered— 
muscle, mind, money. Muscle in its prim- 
itive sense means the exertion of physical 
power. No matter what the machinery 
or mechanical power employed we include 
it all in muscle. A statistician has put 
it that the energies expended in doing 
our work represents the full power of 
500,000,000 men, about ten times the num- 
ber of people in the United States. 

Mind is intelligence. It is in control 
of the vast physical forces in their ac- 
tivity. 

Money is the connecting Ink between 
muscle and mind. No matter what its 
material, whatever is acceptable or ac- 
cepted by men as a médium of exchange 
is money. To illustrate how mind and 
muscle are tiled by money, Morse with his 
Studies in electricity would have been 
powerless to pursue his experimentation 
without men and wire and poles and in- 
struments commanded by money. 

“Money has legitimate purposes. It igs 
easy to attack money and money getting. 
Paul is often quoted and misquoted in 
regard to it. It is not money, but the 
love of money, the centering of one’s 
affections upon it and relying upon it js 
the damage to us. It is as hard to save 
& man who has not a dollar as it is a 
rich man should he have his mind and 
heart set On money and money only. 

‘The opportunity and ability to make 
money is a God-given privilege. 

“The purpose of many is to use it. To 
lay it up and hoard it, wrapping it in a 
napkin is altogether wrong. The legiti- 
mate use of money is to care for the 
comfort and culture of those dependent 
on us—to put it into the industrial enter- 
prises of the world—to put it into the 
movements of Jesus Christ’s kingdom and 
the furtheranee of its blessings—to re- 
spond promptly when we learn the Lord 
hath need of it for church, mission, ed- 
ucational, charitable or other great pur- 
poses that rank far above self and that 
lift us to more exalted living and bring 
us and our money to a more consecrated 
appreciation of God.’’ 


° "AT MOORE MEMORIAL. ° 


The subject which Dr. Holderby chose 
for discussion yesterday morning was the 
much-debated creed of the Presbyterian 
church. Dr. Holderby took a stand in 
common with the more conservative 
southern branch of the church, his sermon 
being a dignified and logical defense of 
the confession of faith. The doctrines 
which are most distasteful to its detrac- 
tors were taken up in detail, and the mis- 
representations and objections cleared 
away. He held that the confession which 
had stood the test of 250 years, and whose 
doctrines were held’ by the very large 
majority of evangelical Christians, can 
only be altered when the truths of the 
Bible itself are altered, of which it is only 
an orderly and harmonizing system. 

The sermon was based on the following 
verse from Jude: “We should earnesily 
contend for the faith which was once 
delivered unto the saints.”” He said in 
substance: 

“There is a frightful latitudinarianism 
which seems to be making inroads on our 
church, an unrest more among the minis- 
try than among the people, because the 
people xnow little of the doctrines in- 
volved. These men are not attacking the 
confession of faith, but the word of God. 
In reality they are aiming at the doc- 
trines taught in the Bible which they dis- 
like. 
‘The Calvinistic doctrines of the Pres- 
byterian church are subscribed to by the 
Episcopal church, whose thirty-nine ar- 
ticles are just as strong as any articles 
drawn up in our Westminster confession 
cf faith. With the exception of its beliefs

One of the most unique characters up in 
the mountains of North Georgia is an old 
man who is known by the name of ‘“‘Pap” 
Franklin. 


The old ..mountaineer is now in his 


eighty-fifth year and his home is near 
Dahionega. 

He is a picturesque person to look at 
and does not fail to attract attention 
wherever he is seen, 

But it is not in his personal appearance 
that the aged mountaineer claims noto- 
riety. ,He avows that he has never slept 
on a bed, has never eaten with knives or 
forks, has mever taken a drop of medi- 
cine and drinks a quart of corn Hquor 
every day and chews enormous quenti- 
ties of “stingy green,’’ a kind of home 
made tobacco which has only “purity” to 
indorse it. 

“Pap” Franklin was for many years 
the mail carrier in north Georgia and so 
the mountain roads and passecs are all 
well known to him. 

For eighty years, so he claims, and 
there is no reason to doubt his statement, 
he has slept on a hard pine floor with 
nothing but a blanket under him. He 
took a notion that a bed was unhealthy 
and he refused to occupy one. His food, 
he said, wouldn't taste right if he had to 
use a knife and fork, and £0 l.e uses na- 
ture’s tools when he partakes of his meals 
from his old tin plate.

Sence I har been Dig enough to 
take care o’ myself I have let physic 
alone and taken to good old mountain 
dew corn liquor.”

Ir He had not decreed the fu- 
ture, the whole world would be ina 
chaotic state. We believe in predestina- 
tion, because it is in the Bible, though we 
do not understand it. Read Ivhesians, 
i, 4. 

‘The church dces not believe that God 
created uny man fer the purpose of 
Gamning him, and yet the Presbyterian 
church is charged with that belief. Such 
a doctrine is a blasphemy before God, a 
lie fabricated in hell, and the man ‘who 
preached such a dectrine would be kicked 
out of the church. 

“Nor do our stantards teaca that in- 
fants dying in infancy ere ever lost. If 
any church teaches that doctrine it ought 
to be blasted from the earth, The con- 
fession says: ‘“‘EKlect infants dying in in- 
fancy are regenerated and saved by Chr.st 
through the Spirit, who werketh when 
and where and how He yleaseth. So also 
pre all other elect persoiis who are in- 
capable of being outwariliy called by Lue 
ministry of the word.’ The paragraph is 
not speaking of election at ali, but of 
how the elect are saved. Infants are 
saved without an outward calling, because 
they do not need it. 

“Shall the confession of falth be al- 
lowed to stand? For 20 years it has been 
embedded in the hearts of the people. It 
has been written in 10,000 books besides 
the Bible. You must ransack tHe world 
for the 10,000, or more, books before you 
can destroy the confession of faith. 
There may be.some ambi; uities, some ex- 
pressions then chosen that may seem 
harsh, but you can’t materially alter the 
confession without altering the Bible. 
The church grew under the preaching of 
these old truths, and it will decline unless 
we continue to preach them. The greatest 
revivals the world has ever seen were the 
result of the preaching of these very doc- 
trines. Let us stand by ‘the faith which 
Was once delivered unto the saints.’ ”

At the First Baptist church, in the 
morning, Rev. A. T. Spalding preached, 
and chose his text frem § Reveiatiounrs, 
xili, 3: ‘‘Whose names are not written in 
the book of life of the Lamb slain from 
the foundgtion of the world.”’ 

“It is not a matter of fact that the Lord 
Jesus was slain from the foundation of 
the world,”’ said he, ‘but it is a matter of 
fact, and so.the text declares that when 
God was laying the foundations of the 
human race He worked according to a 
divine model; and that model was, ‘the 
Lumb slain.’

“These words are very ample, but they 
have wonderful force.

Christ was 
urging upon His disciples the highest 
standards of conduct, and that despite 
sufferings and persecutions they should 
be ‘anxious for nothing,’ but should ac- 
tually rejoice; standards so high that it 
might well be exclaimed: ‘Who shall be 
sufficient for these things.’ In the center 
of all this Christ says, ‘Ask and it shall 
be given you.’ But for this we would 
be wholly unequal to our duty. We can 
pray with Augustine, ‘Give what thou 
commandest and command what Thou 
givest.’ In His strength we can do all 
things. 

“All asking is the creature of some 
need. God recognizes our necessities, and 
no good thing will He withhold from His 
children who trust Him. Ask for food, 
raiment. home. These are but the ves- 
tibule of our wants. We have far greater. 
The Christian knows that his deepest 
wants are not of this world, but spiritual. 
We want peace, knowledge of God's wiil, 
graces of the spirit that will make us 
happy. ‘Ask and it shall be given you.’ 

“We have the highest encouragement 
to ask. First, because Christ Himself 
utters the words of the text. Secondly, 
because the Bible and secular history 
prove without exception that no one evcr 
asked in faith who did not receive an an- 
swer.”

TREATMENT. 


Tt is not difficult to dete't the presence 
of the aphids after the vines have become 
badly infested. The curled and stunted 
appearance of the foliage at once attracts 
attention. But when vines become so 
badly infested as this, not much can be 
made out of them in future. - It is desira- 
ble to detect the aphie as soon as they 
begin to migrate into the fields, and fre- 
quent careful examinations are necessary 
in order to do this. When discovered, 
they should be treated at once, before 
they have had time to multipiy to any 
extent, and bring the plants into a stunt- 
ed condition. 

There are two or three different meth- 


'ods of treatment that have proven to be 


quite satisfactory. Kerosense emulsion 
excellent results, as has also whale Oil 
soap, used at the rate of one pound to 
four gallons of water. A kKnapsack spray- 
er is very convenient in applying these 
insecthcides, and it should be provided 
with a bent brass extension, sc that the 
under surface of the Ieuves May be well 
sprayed. 

Dr. J. B. Smith recommends the use of 
carbon bisulphide. As soon as the first 
curled up leaf is noticed, the hill and 
those around it should be fumigated.
